The Schmitt bill assumes 
that all rights disclaimed by the government 
are vested in the state. So far as the 
Economy Light and Power company is con-

AUSTIN MAN DIES AT 103; 
HAD 17 GRANDCHILDREN. 


Thomas Sheridan Was Keen and Active 
Until He Expired—Married Before 
Queen Victoria Ascended the Throne. 


Thomas Sheridan, who had lived over a 
third of a century beyond the allotted three 
score and ten, died yesterday at his grand- 
daughter's residence in Austin at the age of 
1038. His faculties were acute up to the time 
of his death, and he had a keen sense of hu- 
mor. 

Sheridan was born in County Mayo, tw@ 
years before Lincoln was born in Kentucky. 
He was a gentleman farmer who preserved 
the manners and. traditions of the “ould 
sod of a century ago. 

He married in 1886, the year before Queen 
Victoria’s accession to the throne, Bridget 
Geary, by whom he had several children, of 
whom Thomas Duffy Jr., Mrs. Timothy Nes- 
ter of Austin, Mrs. Frances McManus, and 
Mrs. Paul De Chanplin, seventeen grand- 
children, and eight great-grandchildren sur- 
vive him. Five years later the young couple 
came to America in a sailing vessel, which 
took forty days for the trip, and for many 
years Sheridan was en ‘im the lumber

Some Members of House Think Speaker 
Stands Well with President. 


IBT A STAFF’ cooper. 
Washington, D. C., Feb. 28. [Special. 
President Taft is going to follow the example 
set by President Roosevelt and give the 
speaker of the house of representatives a 
dinner at the White house. In Mr. Roose- 
velt's administration the question of who 
should take precedence in Washington offi- 
cial. life, the vice president. or the speaker 
of the house of representatives, was raised 
by Speaker Cannon when he declined an in- 
vitation to a cabinet dinmer at the White 
house because he was to be outranked by 
the vice 
Uncle Joe isn’t at all finical about such 
matters, but he felt then that he was stand- 
ing for the honor of the house. The question 
stirred up a good deal.of discussion at the 
time and Mr. Roosevelt finally smoothed 
things down by giving the speaker an official) 
dinner of his own. 


May Dinner Regular Thing. 

The regular official dinners at the White 
house up to that time were the diplomatic 
dinner, the cabinet dinner, and the judicial 
dinner. ‘The Roosevelt dinner to the speaker 
apparently was arranged to meet an emer- 
gency, but Mr. Taft apparently intends to 
make this dinner a regular feature of the 
White house program. 
The dinner will be held Thursday night. 80 
far as could be learned the guests will be only 
members of the house, with the possible ex- 
ception of Senator Gordon of Mississippi, 
who has ended his term of service in the sen- 
nate and will Jeave Washington in a few days. 
There will be fifty or more guests. 


Hint That Speaker Stands Well? 

The thing about the dinner that impresses 
most everybody.in Washington, though, Is 
that it should come at a time when Speaker 
Cannon is being made a target for attacks 
all over the country. It was only the other 
day that Representative Kitchin of North 
Carolina said.in the house that not a single 
Republican had raised his voice in support 
of Uncle Joe. Several Republican members 
of the house who heard of the White house 
dinner wondered if this wasn't a hint that 
‘Uncle Joe stood on a pretty good footing with 
the White house after all. 
Persons Who have talked with Mr. Taft 
recently say that while he is far from ap- 
proving many things the speaker has done, 
he does believe that the present widespread 
condemnation of Cannon is unmerited.

Washington, D. C., Feb. 28.~Secretary of

riman transcontinental lines have on busi- 
nese between Pacific coast ports and the 
Isthmus of Panama. 

When it wes suggested today that suit 
under the Sherman law might fail because of 
lack of proof that the steamship company, 
as an independent line, would be con- 
sidered a competitor of the Southern Pacific 


railroad, members of the senate o ittee on 
interoceanic canale discussed the advisability 
of recommending legisiation that wouldreach 
the merger. 
The hearing today was held in order to give 
the secretary an opportunity to answer the 
criticism of Senator Bristow that the gov- 
ernment was giving ald to the transconti- 
nental railroads by not encouraging the es- 
tablishment of an independent line on the 
Pacific coast as was proposed by B. N. Baker 
of Baltimore. Secretary Dickinson produced 
the proposed contract to show that the com- 
pany was to have an exclusive contract and 
many other favors that Mr. Dickinson said 
could not be granted under authority vested 


in him. 
Says Consent Was Forced. 


The statement had been made by Mr. Dick- 
inson that he had practically been coerced by 
a serious situation into consenting to the 
demand of the Pacific Mall for 70 per cent of 
the joint rate. The Pacific Mail had threat- 
ened to withdraw its ships and, if this had 
been done, he said, it would have left the 
government line without an outlet on the 
Pacific coast. He said he consulted the presi- 
dent and that they were not willing to take 
the risk of calling the Pacific Mail Steamship 
company's bluff. 

Did you ever make an investigation to de- 
termine whether the Pacific Mail is con- 
trolled by the Harriman lines 2 asked Chair- 
man Flint. 

Mr. Dickingon said he had seen President 
Schwerin of the Pacific Mail only once, and 
they had had an unpleasant interview. 
Schwerin insisted, he said, that his steamship 
line was independent of the Southern Pacific 
and upon that point they could not agree. 
The secretary took the position that an ex- 
clusive contract would reverse the whole 
policy of the government, and that any gov- 
ernment official who would countenance it 
would be taking an enormous responsibility. 


Opposes Government Ownership.

That, 1 think, is 
what you would do if you were a senator.” 

“ Probably: we have been trained in differ- 
ent political schools,“ said the secretary, 
"but I have never believed fit was the duts 
of the government to furnish means of trans- 
portation. I have not believed it wise for 
the government to engage in that business, 
which can be best done by individuals.” 

No decision was reached on this subject

Ancient Order of Hibernians Confident

Washington, D. C., Feb. 28.—[{Special. I—St. 
Patrick's day postcards which ridicule the 
Irish race are to become the objects of a 
campaign of extermination launched by’the 
Ancient Order of Hibernians. Members of 
the organization say they are encouraged by 
their success in driving the burlesque Irish 
characters from the stage to-undertake a 
campaign in other fields. The caricatures of 
the race on the postcards are deemed partic- 
ularly obnoxious, 

The movement is under the directioh of P. 
J. Haltigan, editor of the National Hiber- 
nian.

TAFT TALKS ON EDUCATION 


President Urges More Thorough- 
ness in the Primary Grades. 


PRAISE FOR COLLEGE MEN. 


Need of Sane Thinking Pointed Out in 
Club Dinner Speech. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 28.—Reform in 
primary education in the United States was 
declared to be necessary by President Taft 
in an addrees tonight at a banquet of the 


University club of Washington 


The attention of the president had been 
called to the failures of applicants for ad- 
mission to West Point and Annapolis, by 
Representative Champ Clark of Missouri, 
who in an address to the club stated that the 
applicants fail on rudimentary subjects. 

I agree with the gentleman from Mis- 
souri,” said President Taft, that primary 
education in this country should be more 
thorough, and on that subject I must say 
that he is nearer right than he has been for 
a long time. 


TLaſd to Edunator’s Ambition. 

“T believe that the ambition of school 
superintendents throughout the country who 
have charge of primary and secondary edu- 
cation has led us into a lack of thoroughness 
that we ought to reform. 

It is true that applicants for admission 
to West Point and Annapolis fail, in many 
instances, on subjects that every schoolboy 
ought to know. They cannot spell and are 
deficient in other rudimentary branches.“ 

The president spoke, aleo, upon the value 
of university men in the affairs of the gov- 
ernment and praised college men who are 
serving the government at a financial sacri- 
fice because they believe there is something 
more in life than money and luxury. 


Need of Sane Thinking. 

“IT believe we are passing through a period.“ 
the president said, in turning to national 
affairs, “ where we need sane and normal 
thinking, where the sensitive condition of the 
public is likely to lead it Into hysteria, a 
period where the public must be brought to 
sane thinking and common sense. I do not 
know of any class of men more charged with 
that duty than the university men.” 

The dinner was enlivened with features 
patterned after the Gridiron club. 


The worst thing in our municipal and 
state government is the bad citizenship of 
our good citizens,” said Dr. McLaurin. “ It 
is the duty of the men of the Christian church 
to be more obedient to law. When I say our 
men have not been obedient to law I do not 
mean statutory law but fundamental princi- 
pies. If a man remains away from the polls 
he ts disobedient to the fundamental law. 

“We cannot defend our country by builld- 
ing battleships and raising armies. Only as 
we reinforce the sanctifying sentiment and 
teach patriotism and religion do we direct 
the state toa safe end. The English revolu- 
tion was succeesful because it had the sanc- 
tion of religion. 

“The men of the church must awake to 
know something about the forces operant 
in civic life which are back of legislative and 
administrative affairs. We are beginning 
to know something of the forces, thanks to 
the Merriant commission in Chicago. What 
we are learning is not altogether pleasant, 
but it is part of our duty as American citi- 
zens to know. I am hopeful that the situa- 
tion is not seo bad as has been thought and 
that the municipa] governments are not pass 
redemption. 


Spirit of the Resolutions. 


The resolutions indorsing the campaign 
for a dry Chicago were introduced after 
Dr. McLaurin’s speech by the Rev. W. 8. 
Plummer Bryan, pastor of the Church ot the 
Covenant. 

The resolution called upon good citizens 
of every name to exercise their privilege 
to vote upon the question of local option, and 
to use their Influence with all classes of 
voters. - 

** Self-centered people get into trouble,” 
was the assertion of the Rev. John Timothy 
Stone, pastor of the Fourth Presbyterian 
church, “ We must get a world wide vision 
and pray by a big map. 

Only yesterday a man in New York gave 
$100,000 for missions. This is one of the re- 
sults of the laymen's movement. Is Chicago 
to be outdone by this? It will be known after 
the laymen'’s missionary convention is held 
here. in May. 


., Church Gaining in Power. 

The Rev. Charles M. Stuart, editor of the 
Northwestern Christian Advocate, repre- 
senting the Methodist denomination, declared 
that the church was more powerful at the 
present time than at anv time during the 
history of the world 

“Training for the ministry of the present 
day must include training for citizenship,”’ 
the Rev. Ozora 8. Davis, president of Chi- 
cago Theological seminary, said. The men 
who are to be in the ministry must have busi- 
ness and administrative ability.“

ARE THE WORST IN OHIO. 


‘Two Killed in Buekeye State; Trains 
MEET AT ANNUAL DINNER 


Delayed in Utah. 


Cleveland, O., Feb. 28.—<At least two dead, 
many hundred homeless, scores of factories 


preparing to close down, and property dam- 


age reaching Into hundreds of thousands of 
dollars; these are the main results of the 
floods which have devastated the state of 
Ohio during the last two days and which 
have not yet reached their full volume, 

The first death occurred here this after- 
noon, 4 year old Catherine Hannan was 
ewept off her feet by a block of ice swirling 
down the flooded Nine Mile creek. The little 
gi’ was carried off into the stream and, 


although dynamite was used, her body could. 


not be recovered. , 

The second fatality to be reported was at 
Youngstown, where a boy named Howard 
Lightbody was drowned. . 

From all parts of the state come stories of 
submerged villages, whole counties under 
water, and people being driven from their 
falling homes. 


a Many Cities Are Flooded. 

t Elkton the Beaver creek has co e 
flooded the town and there are 8 
of water in the main street. Canton ie in 
almost as bad a plight, and the majority of 
the population is marooned in the upper 
stories of their homes. 

At Zanesville 500 houses are reported under 
water. All service on the Baltimore and 
Ohio Southwestern railroad between Zanes- 
ville and Newark has been suspended, and 
the railway hae placed ite heaviest train on 
its bridge over the Muskingum in an effort 
to save the structure from being swept away. 

Residents of Dayton are being moved from 
their houses by boats and the electric lines 
have practically stopped running. 


New York Feele Floods. 

Syracuse, N. T., Feb. 28.—A steady rain 
which fell all day yesterday caused a flood 
during the night which did serious damage in 
many sectiong of the city. South of the city 
roads and streets are covered with water for 
miles, completely tying up street cars. 

The Mohawk valley both east and west of 
Utica is in the grasp of serious floods. Much 
trouble is being experienced in the villages 
surrounding Utica. The water is rushing 
through streets and business is practically at 
a standstill 

At Bath, N. T., tonight water eighteen 
inches deep was flowing through the prin- 
cipal streets, and still was rising. 

The rise of the Canisteo river and creeks 
that empty into it near the city-of Hornell 
have inundated parts of three wards of that 


city. 
Railroads Tied Up in Utah, 

Salt Lake City, Utah, Feb. 28.—Only one 
railroad ig maintaining uninterrupted service 
out of Salt Lake City tonight. The Oregon 
Short line, operated to Butte and Huntington, 
Ore., has not been affected by the floods, 
blizzards, and landslides that have shattered 
so many train schedules.

| SOGIBTY TOLD CHARITY HEED 


Chance for All to Be “Good An- 
gels, Says Prof. Henderson. 


FOR A “CITY DANCE HALL.” 


Mrs. Bowen Urges Plan for Working 
Girls’ Recreation. 


Society leaders of Chicago gathered at the 
residence of Cyrus Hall McCormick last 
night to revive a long atrophied council of 
the lower north district of the United Chari- 
ties, and incidentally to hear pleas for in- 
dustrial insurance, legislation against wife 
deserters, and an appeals for municipal the- 
aters and dance halls. 

They were further urged by Mrs. Joseph 
T. Bowen, the advocate of the last of these 
reforms, in view of ite impracticability at 
the moment, to immediately found and op- 
erate a model public dance hall for the poor 
of their part of the city. 

Charles H. Wacker, president of the United 
Charities, presided at the meeting, which 
was addressed by Prof. Charles R. Hender- 
son of the University of Chicago, chairman 
of the executive committee of the United 
Charities, W. R. Stirling, chairmen of the 
committee on districts of the United Char- 
ties, Mrs. Bowen, and Sherman C. Kings 
ley, secretary of the United Charities. 


Huge Map Shows Charity Done. 
The need of the work was vividly set forth 
by a huge map of Chicago on which a black 


dot marked each of the 14,965 poverty strick - 


en families which the organization had 
helped during the last year. The blackest 
spot on the map was the district only a few 
blocks west of the fashionable Lake Shore 
drive district in which the meeting was held. 
Prof. Henderson traced the history of state 
poor laws from ancient times to their present 
high development, but declared that the time 
never would come when private charity 
would not be necessary to supplement the 
work of the state. He gave three reasons. 
First—The personal element cannot enter 
into the work of the state as into that of a 
private charity. a 
Second—Private charity, by bringing well 
to do, thinking people into close practical 
contact with great civic problems resulte in 
constructive social progress. 
Third—Personal charity work is a greater 
3 the worker than to the person aided 
* 


Chance to Be a “Good Angel.” 


He described the charities of the middle 
ages, and made an earnest plea for industrial 
insurance, saying in conclusion: 

“ There is power enough in this small room 
by concentrated, conscientious, systematic 
work to get any good law passed in IIIinois. 
There is an.opportunity within a few blocks 
of every one of you to become a good angel to 
some poor child in that blackest spot on the 
map of Chicago,’’ he continued. }

around we can sanctify it in twenty-four 
hours. We can outdo the dreams of the 
alchemists who would have changed lead into 


gold, for we can transform your filthy lucre

Inquiry of Effect of Los- 
ing Saloon Revenue. 


NEW BUDGET IN PERIL? 


Prohibition Sunday Brings $10,- 
000 from the Churches to 
Fight Barrooms. 


"Who will pay the $8,000,000 of annual 
revenue that Chicago wil] lose should the 
city go dry at the coming election?” 

Ald, Cermak, who is also secretary of the 
United Societies, asked this question last 
night in a resolution which he introduced 
common council, which passed it. 
The picture of a “ bankrupt Chicago was 
drawn with broad strokes, the police and 
fire departments, as also the police pension 
fund, were portrayed in tatters, and as a 
financial proposition the entire dry move- 
ment was listed as “ revolutionary.” 

After his gloomy forecast of what might 
happen to the city treasury, Ald. Cermak 
concluded his resolution by calling upon 
Mayor Busse, with the assistance of the 


corporation counsel, the city controller, and 


such other agencies as he may deem expe- 
dient.“ to report to the council, at that body’s 
next meeting, whether the city’s budget will 
be invalidated should the “drys” win, and 
in that case what means could be taken to 
replace the $8,000,000 in saloon license fees 
that would be lost to the yearly revenue. 
When Ald. Cermak moved the adoption of 
his resolution there was a moment's pause 
before Mayor Busse put the question, but 
there were no ctions and none wished to 
discuss it, so that it was adopted. 


Text of Cermak Resolution. 

Here is the resolution: 

Whereas. The voters of Chicago at the municipal 
election set for April 5 will be asked to decide the 
question whether or not Chicago shall become anti- 
saloon territory: and. 

Whereas, The city of Chicago derives a revenue 
of approximately $8,000,000 annually from the 


saloon licenses and other bar privileges; and 


Whereas, This sum of money practically pro- 
vides for the maintenance of the police and fire 
departments; and, 

Whereas, The pension fund of the police depart- 
ment derives, in round figures, $240,000 annually 
by reason of the percentage of galoon taxes pro- 
vided by law for the maintenance of this fund; 
and, 

Resolved, That the mayor, with the assistance 
of the corperation counsel, city controller, and 
such other agencies as he may deem expedient. re- 
port to this body not later than its next meeting 
whether the present city budget will be invalidated 
in the event of Chicago becoming anti-saloon terri- 
tory; what mans shall be taken in this predica- 
ment to provide funds to take the place of the 
$8,000,000 in revenue that the municipality will 
lose; what legislative requirements will be ex- 
pedient with reference to ne wstate statutes to bring 
about the adjustment of the taxing machinery 
in Chicago and Cook county and such other facts 
and figures showing just how Chicago will be af- 
fected financially in the event of this city becoming 
anti-saloon territory. 


Gives Argument of Wets.“ 

The resolution stated the principal argu- 
ment that will be used by the United Societies 
in their campaign-against the drys.” Mr. 
Cermak presented his proposed resolution at 
a meeting of the societies’ committee on polit- 
ical action. last Saturday, where it was 
favored as a ready means of bringing the 
question before the voters. 

Mayor Busse said he would confer with the 
officials ‘mentioned in the resolution, and 
would re an answer, whose tenor, how- 

r. he declined to forecast.

Worse Of Under Tuts. 


With the advent of the Turks the Bulgarian 
peasant exchanged masters. He undoubtedly 
got the worst of the bargain. At any rate, his 
condition did not improve. While the common 
people of other parts of Hurope, especially of 
western, were emerging from their serfdom and 
getting it into their minds that they were en- 
titled to certain Kinds of individual Hberty, as 
well as a share: in their government, the Bul- 
garian common people struggled, not so much 


for existence as to satisfy the demands of their 


Turkish or Phanariot tax gatherers. 

When the pioneers of Ohio were killing In- 
dians and extending their cornfields and in- 
creasing the number of their pigs and enlarging 
the little red schoolhouse the Bulgarian was 
glad to keep a roof over his head and enough 
cornmeal and cabbage in the house to keep 
alive. He wasn't working for himself He 
was content to satisfy the impulse to exist. 
Whatever leaders came to the front, as a rule, 
cast their lot with the dominant element, the 
Turks. 

It is not fair te compare Bulgaria with Ohio. 
At any rate, it is not fair to draw from such a 
comparison any invidious conclusion. The people 
of the two states a hundred years ago, just as 
they are today, were the p ts of their phy- 
sical and social environment. If we agree that 
what we call Anglo-Saxon culture represents a 
higher type than that prevailing in the Balkans 
the man of Ohio has had a tremendous ad- 
vantage over the man of Bulgaria. Each must 
be not so much by what he is or what 
he is doing as in the light of what has happened 
in his previous history. q

In one spot he develops rap- 
idly, in another slowly, the rate of progress 
depending on many factors, not the least im- 
portant of which is thd character of his neigh- 
bors. A Cultured nation acts on an uncultured 
one and tends to draw it to ite own high level. 
But the opposite tendency always is at work. 
The man of the civilized world has e tendency 
more and more to despise those below, him and 
to forget the course of training through which 
he has passed to reach his eminence. Having 
reached it, he alters his method of life. The 
result is material, out of which historians write 
the Rise and Fail. 

From the ordinary historic point of view 
Ohio is a new state, but from the other and 
truer she is as old as the culture of the people 
“who make up her population. When we take 
this into account, Bulgaria is a much more 
modern state than Ohio, unfortunate in her 
neighbors, her religion, and her rulers. Her 
people today probably are as democratic at 
heart as those of Ohio. 

It seems strange to us that when she got 
her freedom she should set over herself an 
expérnsive king, much leks go out of/her own 
ranks to find one. But in doing this she was

BEAUTIFUL arms taper gradually from 

shoulder to wrist, and when perfectly 

proportioned display curves of exquis te 

grace. But perfectly molded arms are 

rarely seen. Arms are apt to be seither 
too thin or too fat, especially between the elbow 
and the shoulder. To build up or reduce the 
arms to correct proportions, judicious exercise 
is beneficial. Persistent and daily treatment is 
imperative to gain results, and it is best to st 
aside a time each day—directly after the bat’ 
is best. The exercises I recommend are eK 
tremely simple, but) must be done thorough.y 
with the. mind fixed upon the object to be st- 
tained. 

Stand firmly on the floor and exten the arm⸗ 
horizontally; now imagine à heavy weight in 
each hand; slowly force this weight up until 
the palms meet above the head, at the same 
time resisting the effort to raise the weight. 
Lower the arms and the imaginary weight in 
the same manner. 

Another simple exercise is to thrust the arms 
out straight; make them tense; now grasp an 
imaginary object and lift it to the shoulder, 
then to the head; return it to the shoulder, then 
straight before you.

It is thanks to this that the king is able to be 
away from London so much and that he will be able 
to enjoy his holiday at Biarritz, for which southern 
French resort he is leaving this week. When he 
Came to the throne he knew virtually nothing of the 
routine business of his mother’s government. He 
had ngver been taken into her confidence, and during 
the first few weeks of fils reign was obliged constantly 
‘to consult his youngest sister, Princess Henry of 
Battenberg, who had been her mother’s constant 
companion and associate and who knew far more 
about her methods of carrying on the duties of sov- 
ereignty than himeelf. 

In fact, the confusion was great, especially in view 
of the sudden eccumulation of arrears of business 
during the few days of the late queen's fatal illness. 
Indeed, the only matters with which the king was 
acquainted were the broad outlines of the foreign 
‘policy of the government, and this knowledge was 
entirely due to the fact that Mr. Gladstone, when 
premier, had taken upon himself. without the ap- 
proval of the late queen, to give orders that copies 
of all the important dispatches reaching the foreign 


‘@ffice from abroad, as well as copies of the replies 


thereto, should be transmitted to the then prince of 
Wales for his information. Queen Victoria did not 
care to go to the length of putting a stop to the 
‘practice, which was kept up by the subsequent ad- 
ministrations. King Edward always was grateful to 
Gladstone for this action on his part, and never 
neglected an opportunity of showing his considera- 
tion and warm friendship for the Grand Old Man. 


Lord Fingal, the ave nce but impoverished Irish 
peer and head of the Irish house of Plunkett, has 
just inherited a fortune of $80,000 from a perfect 
stranger, of whose name he had never even heard 
until notified by the testator’s lawyers that he was 
the legatee. The property was that of the late Joseph 
Fitsgerald Lynch, who obtained a commission in 
one of the West Indian regiments away back in the 
‘60a and spent several years on military duty on 
the Gold Coast until his health broke down, where- 
upon .he resigned his commission, joined the Jesuit 
order, and was sent out by the latter to New Orleans. 

In 1876 he left the order and went back to the 
west coast of Africa as assistant commissioner, re- 
mained some years there, then resigned his appoint- 
ment and, leaving Africa, spent the remainder of his 
life partly in Ireland and partly in the United States. 
He left a younger brother and several other rela- 
tives; but when the will came up for probate they 
were forced to admit that he was perfectly sare 
and in full possession of his reason when he made 
the will, while the fact that he was not personally 
acquainted with Lord Fingal relieved the latter of all 
imputation of having exercised any undue influence 
upon him.

For 
the Hon, William Plunkett, after serving for a time 
in the army, entered the orders of the Roman Cath- 
Olic church and went out to Australia, where he spent 
the closing years of his life, doing missionary 
work the gold fields and gold mines, acquiring an 
extraordinary influence and respect among the rough 
miners. 

Father William’s other brother was the late Sir 
Francis Plunkett, long British ambassador at Vienna 
and married to the daughter of Charles W. Morgan 
of Philadelphia. 

Lady Plunkett survives, and one.of her daughters 
fs the wife of Count Fersen Gyldenstolpe, now min- 
ister plenipotentiary of Sweden, in Paris. 

The Plunketts are supposed to be of Danish origin, 
but have been settled in Ireland ever since the twelfth 
century and have been in possession of Killeen castle 
since the year 1403, when it was obtained from Sir 
Christopher Plunkett through his marriage to the 
only child and heiress of Sir Lucas Cusac. Sir Chris- 
topher was the first Lord Killeen, and it is from him 
that the present earl of Fingal is descended in-an 
unbroken line.

‘Sir Ddward Tennant, having built a large picture 
gallery to. his London mansion in Queen Anne’s Gate, 
has provided it with a separate entrance to the street 
and has announced that the public can on certain 
days.of the week have access to the fine collection of 
pictures formed by his father, the late Sir Charles 
Tennant and devoted entirely to the English. school 
of painting.

Another Charge. 


Charges that fraud and malice entered into 
the making of the assessment against the 
People's Gas Light and Coke company are 
made against the state board of equalization 
in. a suit filled yesterday on behalf of the gas 
company by Attorneys Sears, Meagher & 
Whitney. 

The bill asks that County Treasurer John 
R. Thompson be enjoined from the collection 
of taxes amounting to $550,445.90, and prays 
that an assessment of $61,876,797 on the capi- 
tal stock and franchise of the company be 
vacated. 

The bill attacks the state board alleging 
that other gas companies throughout the 
state were not assessed full value and that 
this was done for the purpose of relieving 
some companies from paying their just pro- 
portion of the public burden. 


Acctises Board of Fraud. 

It charges that the state board fixed the 
assessment fraudulently, maliciously, and 
for the purpose of pun

value, but that the state board undervalued 
railroad property with the intention of reliev- 
ing railroad companies from payment of their 
just taxes. 

It also is alleged that the board assessed

board, when shown the charges, denied that

Dr. M. 8. Terry Would Forbid Remar- 


_flage of Any Person Whose Former

Divorces. were denounced by Dr. Milton S. 
Terry of Garrett Biblical institute yesterday 
in an address at the Methodist minister 
weekly meeting.

STILL SEEK NEW LEASE. 


Effort Will Be Made ‘to ‘Induce 
the Orchestra Hall Manage- 
ment to Relent. 


Mangasar M. Mangasarian, lecturer for the 
Independent Religious society, to whom the 
Orchestra hall management will refuse re- 
newal of the lease expiring June 1, began a 
campaign yesterday to obtain from wealthy 
members of the society $100,000 with which 
to build a temple of its own. .He also gave 
out a statement of his position in the con- 
troversy which has resulted in his practical 
expulsion from the Orchestra hall 

Among the members of the society who 
have ed their intention to contribute to 
the building fund ere: Lioyd G. Kirkland, an 
attorney; W. R. Gillette, an insurance brok - 
er; J.-J. Sweet, a lumberman; H. J. Bohn, 
publisher of a hotel periodical; James F. 
Stepina, and D. M. Hillis, real estate brokers, 
and W. H. Vehon, a wholesale tailor. It is 
understood these have pledged $5,000 each. 

It is reported that large subscriptions have 
been promised also by Charles F. Gunther, E. 
Gerstenberg, W. B. Price, and R. J. Gunning. 

A friend of Mr. Mangasarian said nearly all 
of the amount desired had been pledged, but 
that it was the desire of the society that at 
least a part ot the sum should be raised by 
general subscrption, 


Still Hopes for New Lease. 

In his statements regarding the contro- 
versy, Mr. Mangasarian said he had not given 
up the hope of inducing the Orchestra hall 
management to renew the lease. 

Some of our friends and members who 
are also supporters of the Thomas orches- 
tra.“ he said, “ have notified us that they will 
use their influence to save Chicago the dis- 
grace of barring an organization from Or- 
chestna hall because of its ideas on religion. 

I we fail in getting a reconsideration, we 
do net think it would-be unreasonable to re- 
quest at least a year’s notice, inasmuch as 
we were the first tenants the hall had, and 
have been there continuously for five years. 

“ But the safest thing for our people to do 
will be to build for the use of the Independent 
Religious society a public hall, whose doors 
will never be slammed in the face of any body 
of men and women who sball seek its hos- 
pitality, as has been done by Ortheetra hall.

Changes in Controller’s Office. 

In disclosing some changes to be made by 
the controller of the currency in connection 
with national bank examinations the Na- 
tional City bank of New York has the follow- 
ing in its March circular: 

“The controller of the currency has just 
decided upon a change of practice which will 
be welcome to the banks under his super- 
vision. For many years bank examiners have 
forwarded their reports of examinations di- 
rectly to the controller’s office without dis- 
closing to the officers or directors anything 
relating to their contents. 

Some examiners have obtained good re- 
sults by calling the attention of bank offi- 
cials and directors to everything which they 
found subject to criticism, but many merely 
reported irregularities to the . S of- 
fice without any statement of what was done 
to correct such matters while the examiner 
was in the bank. It is the belief of the con- 
troller of the currency that a large percent- 
age of the letters of criticism would be un- 
necessary if the examiners would take up 
personally with the officers and directors 
during the examination all matters requiring 
correction and have them corrected as fully 
as possible while they are in the bank. If 
full correction cannot be made the examiners 
are requested, if in their judgment it appears 
advisable, to secure and send with their re- 
ports a letter signed by the directors to the 
effect that they have been advised of the 
facts subject to criticism by the examiner 
and stating what has been or will be done 
to correct them. It 16 the wish of the con- 
troller that all minor matters be adjusted 
while the examiner is in the bank, thus mak- 
ing it un necessary for his office to take them 
up by correspondence. 


Acknowledgment by Directors. 

“In the matter of closer supervision on the 
part of bank directors, the controller has de 
cided upon the use of a form which some of 
the examiners now use for the purpose of 
having the directors advise hfs office that 
they have gone over the bills and notes, etc., 
with the examiners. Signatures of directors 
to this form are obtained by the examiner 
and it is sent in with his report. The con- 
troker has recommended to all examiners 
who have not heretofore used this form to do 
so how. In substance this form requires 
directors to advise the controller that they 
have on the date the examination is made 
examined all the bille and notes forming a 
part of the assets of their bank. They are 
required to declare that to the best of their 
knowledge and belief the signatures and in- 
dorsements on the same are genuine; that all 
collaterals pledged as security for any ot the 
bills and notes are in the custody and control 
of the bank; that all the bills and notes are 
good and collectible, the exceptions to be 
stated if there are any; and that the excess 
loan law has not been violated by accommo- 
dation notes or otherwise. 

“This form was prepared for use in the 
examination of banks in smaller cities and 
towns; its use in the larger city banks so far 
as securing the signatures of the entire board 
is concerned is probably impracticable, ow- 
ing to the number of directors constituting 
such boarde; but the controller has suggested 
that a certificate covering the same features 
be obtained, signed by the president or 
cashier of the bank and the discount or 
finance committee, or such other committee 
as is actively engaged in looking after the 
affairs of the bank. The recommendation 
that such a certificate be used in the smaller 
towns is put forward by the controller largely 
by the way of recommendation, and in the 
case of the larger city banks it is expected 
that the examiners will, if the method sug- 
gested appears to be impracticable, advise 
the controller fully with reference to the 
matter.”
